Tin hi orv of Ibc backbone, 
like that ol iiTost life, is not alto- 
pet her a majestic upward evolu 
Sion; it lias its t raped lea and its 
petba' ks, its 1 io|k-s and .failures, 
KuvsOutin;; Magazine*. In the wa- 
ters along our seashois* are erea- 
lures, soe sponpe or lichen-like. 
Others wit . stranpe bulb-like bod- 
ies, growing on (lie end of loop 
stalks. mst we call them 
plants. Itui they hold a secret 
from the cral.s and snails which 
rrawl about, and when the ti sites 
brush apaiust them -if their dull 
sense only knew it-— they might 
claim a blood brotherhood. 

When they were you up. for it 
little while a gristly cord was 
theirs also, but this, with all tin* 
hopes that such a bepinninp 
brinps, of lisit, of birds, of man 
even, soon melted away, and 
there they nod and sway in the 
watery currents, never to know of 
the opportunity which nature hits 
snatched from them — why, who 
ean tell? 

In sharks the backbone has be- 
come jointed and flexible, and a 
rude kind of skull is present, hut 
still more important is the pres 
cnee of four tins, which correspond 
to the four leps of lizards and to 
tiie winps and leps of birds.

Early Balloon Ascension. 

The first balloon ascension was 
made in 1783 in France by Stephens 
and Joseph Montgolfer, two paper 
makers. They succeede in reach- 
ing, in a small ballon the high of fif- 
teen thousand feet. Before this 
date, however, Canvendish, who 
had discovered hydrogen gas in 1766 
and Black, who had the following 
year discovered that this gas would 
cause a light envelop filled with it 
to raise of its own accord, had laid 
the foundation of aeronautice. 

In the same year that the Mon- 
tgolfer brothers made their ascent 
Prof. Charles made an ascension in 
a balloon of his his own construction 
before half the population of Paris. 
Balloon ascentions were not wholly 
successful, however, until 1830, when 
Green, of America introduced coal 
gas instead of hydrogen with which 
to inflate the bag of the balloon. 

The highest balloon ascension on 
record was made bv Glaisher and 
Covwell from Wolverhampton in 
September, 1862. They reached an 
altitude of seven miles, or thirty- 
seven thousand feet. The cold at 
this height was about 12 degree be- 
low zero, Glaisher became insensible 
and Coxwell’s hands were frozen; 
but by the aid of his teeth he man- 
aged to remove the valve in the bal- 
loon and descend in safety.

How the State is Gouged. 

The Hon, James E. Cantrill, titu- 
lar Judge of the Court of Appeals, is 
now at Mississippi City drinking in 
the ozone from the gulf’s soothing 
atng'sphere and suasive waves. We 
wish him a long and happy rest, but 
duty I o the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky compels us to wish also 
for a cessation of the funeral side of 
Cantrillism. The Hon. James E. 
Cantrill is receiving in enormous sa- 
lary for duties he is unable to render 
the people of Kentucky. His phj s- 
ical unfitness is very little more pro- 
nounced, if ai all, than his intellect- 
ually incapacity to sit on a bench of 
justice. Judge Cantrill has never 
liw n, since his election to the Court 
* Wippeals, fit for the discharge of 
judicial duty. The business of the 
State and of the people has, accord- 
ingly, sulfered. The state treasury 
suffered for one year by paying $5- 
1100 for what it cannot be fairly said 
it got from James E. Cantrill— the 
services of an appellate Judge.

Add a 
thick slice of turnip cut up fine, a 
large carrot sliced, three dozen pep- 
per corns, six clovers, a stick of cin- 
namon. three bay leaves a sprigs of 
parsley, sage, thyme and summer 
savory. Fill the pan with cold water 
bring to a boiling point and simmer 
slowly until the vegetables are cook- 
ed to pieces probably an hour and 
a half. Strain through course mus- 
lin and measure the liquor. For 
each quart of liquor use one every 
teasepoonful of beef extract. Dis- 
solve and add extract in a little of 
the liquor and add to the rest. Boils 
up once. This will keep several days 
in the refriegator and forms the 
basis for dozens of soups.

RECLAIM THE ALKALI LANDS 



Agricultural Report Tell* of Success 
of Experiments to Redeem Soil 
of the West. 



According to the latest report 
of the secretary of agriculture the 
government has been es|ieeially 
successful in its experiments in 
the reclamation of alkali lands by 
iiudcrdrainnge and surface Hood 
iug. The work was undertaken as 
an object lesson to farmers in 
those irrigated districts of the 
west where considerable trouble 
lias been experienced with the rise 
of alkali and consequent deprecia- 
tion in the value of the land. Ou 
one tract near Suit Lake Cit.v, 
within one year, 82 per rent. of the 
total quantity of soluble sqjts 
was removed to a depth of four 
feet by the Hooding process, uud 
the land seeded to oats, barley uud 
wheat. Other experiments in 
California. Washington. Arizona 
and Montana have proved equally 
successful, and the fanners are 
taking great interest in the work. 
The experiments have demons! rat- 
ed that within three years, at the 
most, practically worthless land, 
so heavily charged with injurious 
salts as to be unfit for any form of 
agriculture, may be reclaimed to 
grow ordinary field crops, ami the 
method of doing Ibis is so simple 
and the ex|s-iise involved so slight 
that the work may in many install 
ces be economically undertaken by 
individuals as well us by eor|K>ra 
tions or by the state. 

Now that all uvuilible land of the 
country lias been taken up and in 
tensive rut her than extensive 
farming is becoming more and 
more necessary, the question of 
utilizing the millions of acres of 
naturally unproductive land in 
creases in importance. Kosuccess 
fill have been the experiments of 
the government that in the case 
ot the Utah tract, which was prac 
tically valueless at the outset, the 
present worth of the property, 
judged by the value of the sur 
rounding unaffected lands, is in 
the neighborhood of $250 or $200 
an acre. The total exjiense of 
reclamation, taking everything 
into consideration, is but a small 
fraction of the enhanced value

PRIMITIVE SALT MAKING 



Identically the Same Methods of Man 
ut'njture Have Been in Vogue 
for Many Decades.

Many tons of impure salt are 
made each year at different points 
on I lie roast of North China, ex 
tending from Tongku to Shauhai- 
kiiuii and Niucliwa'ng. The uietb 
ods employed are the same in each 
place, and the same have been iu 
use certainly from the time of 
Marco Polo's famous journey 
through eastern China. 

The salt is made by the evapora- 
tion of sea water. The water is 
pumped into evaporating basins 
by wind power and evapo- 
rated by the heat of the Run. Ex- 
tending many miles each way from 
Tongku tin* coast is nearly level, 
nud only a few inches or feet above 
high tide. On this Hat coast are 
the salt works. The evaporating 
basins are made on the flats, ami 
hare much the appearance of innu- 
merable tennis courts of great 
size. They are separated front 
each other by small ridges of nirnl 
about eight inches high. The 
bottoms of tin* basins are made 
level and hard rolled with a stone 
roller. Tin* basins are filled to a 
depth of three inches with sea 
water, which is evaporated by the 
beat of the sun in from one to 
three days, leifving a coating of 
salt on the bottom. This is care- 
fully scraped intoa pile, and after 
rerolling the bottom more water 
is pumped in. 

These- basins- are located about 
two feet above tide level and in 
groups, so as to be served by a cen- 
tral pump. The flats are ent in all 
directions by small canals, giving 
each group water connection witn 
the main salt yards at the railway 
station or the rtver. The salt, ns 
fast as it is made, is shoveled into 
small boats, which are punted 
through the canals to the main 
yards, where it is thrown into 
great heaps and covered with 
mats, waiting to lx- sold ami 
parked for the Tientsin market.

However the < firrcspondents 
may disagree on other things, 
those who went through the re 
cent Manchurian ' :r;>a igns agree 
entirely in regard to the kindliness 
and good nature of the Russian 
peasant soldier. Two incidents 
which illustrate it are recorded 
by Mam ice Baring, who was the 
representative in the field of the 
Loudon Morning 1*. •»*. 

“On the retreat fr« i Tush ill ; 
rhino.’’ he says. •• ! arrived ti : • 
lluicbeu at seven i;, the evening, 
missed the train to I.; n- vnng, an t 
returning from the station, found 
the gates of the city closed. 

"I went buck in the deserted I 
railway station half-dead with * 
fatigue. It began to rain. I fell I 
ou a chair outside the buffet. An ' 
clllcia I told me I must not sleep 
mi that chair — anywhere else, but 
not there. 1 lay down on the 
groiind of the platform, a little 
farther up. 

"A soldier had been watching 
the proceedings, lie waited until 
1 was asleep, then brought Ids 
own mating, lifted me up. put it 
under me, built a small tent of 
matting over me, and brought me 
i sack as a pillow. I woke up and 
protested against taking his lie 
longings, hilt he iusisted, ami 
made himself comfortable w ith a 



greatcoat and a piece of matting. 
The next morning,” he concludes, 
“he brought me a cup of hot tea at 
dawn. I offered him a ruble. He 
refused it. I never saw him again, 
but his .‘little tinremembered act’ 
will never be forgotten by me.” 
Later, riding from Linu-ynng 
back to Haichen, Mr. Baring 
stopped for the night at a small 
guard station beside the road — a 
station at which trains did not 
stop. 

“The soldier in cbnrgeof thesta 
tion,” be says, “invited me in to 
supper. Five men purtook. The 
senior man, my host, n]>ologized 
for the insufficiency of the meal, 
and said it was the best he bad to 
offer. He went and brought his 
last remaining delieueies, some 
cucumber and two lumps of sugar. 
He put both bits of sugar in my 
tea. I cannot give au adequate 
idea of what a rarity and delicacy 
sugar was at that time at the 
front. 

“He also found a greater rarity, 
a small crystal of lemon extract, 
aud gave it to me. 1 never enjoyed 
a meal more. 1 asked my host if 
he had been a long time at this sta- 
tion. I thought he would say a 
week or so, but to my surprise be 
said four years and a half. 

“Then all at once I realized this 
man's life, isolated in a plain in 
the south of Manchuria, at a place 
where trains never stopped. He 
made me a comfortable lied and 
brought me, before I slept, an- 
other cup of tea aud his last crys- 
tal of lemon.”
